PRINCESS DI’s sudden, tragic death 
at age 36 was a wake-up call for 
Oprah Winfrey —- making her realize 
that life is short and she’d better 
make sure her loved ones are taken 
care of after she’s gone. 

The talk-show queen, who has a 
$550 million fortune, confessed to 
Elton John that Di’s passing com- 
pelled her to change her will from a 
dry, legal document into a tender 
testament of love. 

“It’s still such a shock that Diana is 
gone,” the 43-year-old TV tycoon told 
the rocker on her talk show. 

“It freaked me out. I was moved — 
moved in ways that maybe some peo- 
ple were not. I redid my will and 
everything.” 

Oprah’s half-a-billion-dollar fortune 
includes a luxurious Chicago condo, 
vacation homes in Colorado and Flori- 
da anda sprawling Indiana farm. 

In the event of her death, her 
wealth will be split among: 
@Longtime boyfriend Stedman 
Graham and his daughter Wendy. 
@Her mom Vernita Lee, sister 
Pat Lloyd and nieces Wendy and 
Chrishaunda Lloyd. 

@Best pal Gayle King, who start- 
ed out in TV with Oprah 20 years 
ago at WJZ in Baltimore. 

@Her “inner circle” of 12 senior 
producers, whom she’s already 
showered with gifts of stock for 
making her show a hit. 

@Charities that include the United 
Negro College Fund, Atlanta’s More- 
house and Spelman Colleges, the 
Chicago Public Library and the Chica- 
go Academy of the Performing Arts. 

Until Diana’s death, Oprah looked 
upon her will as a legal requirement 
for distributing assets, says a friend. 
But Di’s fatal car crash Aug. 31 con- 
vinced the shattered star to turn her 
will into an unashamed expression of 
love. 

She took time out from her busy 
schedule to write heartfelt letters to 
her loved ones and tape emotional 
video messages that will be present- 
ed to the people closest to her at the 
reading of her will, say insiders. 

“What she did was brave and emo- 
tional,” says a source close to Oprah. 

“She imagined she, too, had died, 
then thought long and hard about 
how she’d left things with those she 
most cared about. 

“It broke her heart when she real- 
ized she’d never sat down with cer- 
tain people and told them how spe- 
cial they are and how much she loves

them. Then she got busy writing per- 
sonal letters and making private 
videotapes for certain people. 

“She said: ‘It’s kind of like talking 
from the grave. 

“*And I'll rest easier believing that 
all of my material bequests are sec- 
ondary to the little pieces of my heart 
that those I’ve loved in life will be 
able to carry with them after my 
death.’” 

Besides making changes in divid- 
ing her fortune after she passes on, 


Oprah says Di’s death was like a slap 
in the face, forcing her to appreciate 
the people around her and alter her 
view of life altogether. 

“It made me want to live my life 
more intensely,” she told Elton, a 
close friend of the Princess. 

“It made me want to take advan- 
tage of every moment, because I 
thought: ‘If you don’t get that at this 
time, then you’re never going to get 
it? 

Elton, 50, who sang the moving 
tribute Goodbye England’s Rose at 
Diana’s funeral, agreed, saying: “You 
have to. 

“I have a very luxurious lifestyle, 
but I live my life fully from day-to- 
day. I try to fill my day up with worth- 
while things because you never know 
- tomorrow you could be gone.” 

Oprah was so shaken by his words, 
her voice cracked as she added: 
“There’s never a greater lesson for us 
than that: “You could be gone.’”

Throughout the best-seller’s 
pages, Diana revealed for the 
first time that Charles had re- 
sumed seeing his mistress Camil- 
la Parker-Bowles...that Di’s pain 
had driven her to six suicide at- 
tempts...and that she had waged 
an agonizing struggle against the 
eating disorder bulimia. 

It wasn’t until after Di’s tragic 
death that Morton finally di- 
vulged the full, startling extent 
of the beloved beauty’s hands- 
on participation in his book. 

“To all intents and purposes it 
was her autobiography, the per- 
sonal testament of a woman who 
saw herself at the time as voice- 
less and powerless,” Morton 
writes in a new updated version 
of the book. 

“Diana’s desire to explain the 
truth of her case was matched by 
a nagging fear that at any mo- 
ment her enemies in the palace 
would have her classified as 
mentally ill and locked away.” 

Harold Brooks-Baker, pub- 
lisher of the respected British 
aristocracy record Burke’s Peer- 
age, confirmed the sickening 
scheme through his own exten- 
sive royal sources. 

“Some of the queen’s advisers 
wanted Diana banished to a 
mental hospital,” Brooks-Baker 
told GLOBE. “Diana was the 
victim of an arranged mar- 
riage that didn’t work out. 
The solution would be to 
have her incarcerated where 
she could do no harm. 

“Instead, Di bravely went to 
war on them and used Mor- 
ton’s book as her weapon.” 

Through a trusted interme- 
diary, Di fed Morton 18,000 
words of intimate secrets that 
vouched for her sanity and rep- 
utation even as the palace pro- 
paganda machine was branding

My wife saved me

AFTER his bid to make it on the big- 
screen bombed, David Caruso sank 
into a black pit of despair that would 
have swallowed him up - if his wife 
Maggie hadn't pulled him out. 
‘During his three-year nightmare, 
the ex-star of NYPD Blue became 
thin and haggard, his confidence 
evaporated and his career collapsed. 

But now, the flame-haired heart- 
throb is back on TV playing a U.S. 
attorney in the hot new CBS legal 
drama Michael Hayes. 

“Maggie saved me because she 
believed in me,” the 41-year-old 
actor told a pal. “If it wasn’t for her, 
I’d still be depressed.”

“David would lay in bed until 4 
p.m., get up, loaf around, then 
watch TV the rest of the day,” says 
a pal.

Indian spirituality for his own 
gain - namely to get back on 
the country music charts with 
his Trail of Tears album.” 

Arnold, 46, and his fiancee 
Sandy Goodsky, 46, a mem- 
ber of the Ojibway tribe, lived 
outside Hinckley, Minn. They 
say they befriended the singer 
in 1995 when Arnold worked 
security for a Cyrus concert. 

The following year, Billy 
Ray’s album Trail of Tears 
debuted.

When they arrived, 
the singer, who claims to be 
part Cherokee, showed them 
a tepee he had erected and 
talked of raising buffalo. 

Billy Ray’s kids, Destiny, 4,

At 1 p.m., Dec. 26, when 
computer tycoon John Ramsey 
mysteriously discovered Jon- 
Benet dead in a cellar that had 
previously been searched, offi- 
cers who confronted Ramsey be- 
lieved they were looking at her killer. 

One shocked detective even 
stared John Ramsey down and told 
him: “You're going to pay for this,” 
say insiders. 

The newly released search war- 
rants that the police sought before 
the body was found, but didn’t get 
until 8 p.m. that night, show investi- 
gators were immediately convinced 
the Ramseys were involved.

“There were no signs 
of forced entry and John Ramsey told 
the police that the doors were 
locked,” says the expert. 

It still might be months more before 
an arrest is made, say case insiders. 
“But cops are just as convinced as they 
were on Day One,” said a close source. 
“They believe John and Patsy know 
what happened that awful night.”

E man who played Santa 
at the Ramsey family 
Christmas party just two 
days before JonBenet’s 

murder has fled town because of 
her parents’ vicious fingerpoint- 
ing — even as his son is cleared in 
the case. 

Bill McReynolds, 66, and his 
wife Janet, 63, left Boulder, 
Colo., after John and Patsy 
Ramsey named him as a possi- 
ble killer. 

“I don’t want to say where they 
have moved to other than back 
east,” 38-year-old son Jesse tells 
GLOBE. 

“Now, they just want to get on 
with their lives.” 

Although police haven’t an- 
nounced that his parents are in 
the clear, senior investigators 
told GLOBE last week that 
they’re not suspects. 

Like his hounded father, Jesse 
has also been a target of suspi- 
cion during the nine-month 
murder hunt. 

He was questioned by police 
in January and gave hair and 
blood samples. 

He feels the Ramseys are be- 
hind his name being smeared on 
the Internet - and accuses their 
supporters of starting a rumor 
that he admitted to the crime. 

“I never confessed to killing 
JonBenet,” insists the computer 
repairman. “If I had, I’d be locked 
up. But I wouldn’t be surprised if 
the Ramsey camp was putting 
my name out there. 

“We have alibis. There was a 
McReynolds family Christmas 
party the night of the murder and 
lots of our friends could vouch 
for us.” 

A case insider confirms that 
he has been cleared: “Despite 
the Internet stories, Jesse 
McReynolds is not a serious sus- 
pect. He was interviewed to 
eliminate him from the hunt.”

house. Any of these could have 
been the weapon the killer used 
when bludgeoning JonBenet on 
the head, leaving an 8 1/2-inch 
fracture on the right side of her 
skull, say sources. 

The Ramseys’ home computer 
equipment —a laptop, Compaq 
CNT 75 MB computer, a variety of 
high-tech accessories, a Macin- 
tosh computer, various discs, 
several hard drives and CD Roms 
— were confiscated. 

“Pedophiles have a tendency to 
collect erotic pictures of children,” 
McCrary told GLOBE. “They pull 
pictures right off the Internet.” 

This evidence would prove that 
someone in the house was the 
murderer, says McCrary. 

D.A. Alex Hunter later revealed 
there was no evidence of 
pornography found. 

Determined to prove that either 
John or Patsy wrote the fake 
ransom note, police collected 32 
felt tip and ink pens, and 
notepads — white with lines — to 
compare with the ransom note, 
found early on the morning of 
Dec. 26, say sources. 

They also found what 
appeared to be a practice ransom 
note with just the words “Mr. and 
Mrs. Ramsey” written across the 
top with a felt tip pen. They also 
took John Ramsey's Rolodex.

from JonBenet's room, the base- 
ment death room and other areas 
to find evidence of blood, semen 
and other substances, say sources. 

Cops found a broken paint- 
brush of Patsy's that matches the 
wood handle of the garrote used 
to strangle the child, say sources. 

Investigators took the 
comforter, sheets and pillowcase 
from JonBenet’s bed and the 
sheets off her parents’ bed. 

They removed hairs from the 
floor, the blanket covering 
JonBenet's body and her parents’ 
hairbrushes. They even vacu- 
umed JonBenet'’s bed and pillow 
for fibers and hairs. 

From Burke’s room, investiga- 
tors took schoolwork named “My 
Science Project.” Sources say 
they wanted to check writing in it 
against the ransom note. 

They also took John’s dark- 
colored bathrobe, looking for 
fibers matching those found on 
JonBenet's genital area, say 
sources. 

Cops even took a Santa Ciaus 
suit from the mansion and white 
string from the Ramsey kids’ sled. 

“But the massive amount of 
evidence seized is just the tip of 
the iceberg,” says a source close 
to the investigation. 

“Police are still painstakingly 
building a case and it points to 
John and Patsy.”

After dad ended affair, she harassed us and drove 
our mom to break down, say daughters 


THE woman who took NBC sportscaster Marv 
Albert to court on charges he bit and sexually 
assaulted her waged a five-year Fatal Attraction 
reign of terror against another ex-lover’s family, 
say the man’s angry daughters. 

Vanessa Perhach, 42, stalked John Reynolds 
and his family after he broke off their secret affair 
— wrecking his marriage and driving his wife Mary 
to a breakdown, charge daughters Kathleen and 
Colleen. “Now mom’s afraid Vanessa will come 
back to haunt her again,” Colleen, 32, tells 
GLOBE in an exclusive interview. 

At the same time Vanessa was 
having secret trysts with Marv, she 
was tormenting the Reynolds family, 
they claim. “She stalked my mother, 
spied on my father, followed us in her 
car, peeked in our windows and 
made obscene phone calls in that ex- 
Otic voice of hers, not caring that we 
knew it was her,” added Colleen. 

Kathleen, 36, claimed: “The wom- [ 
an’s sick. She’s wicked and vicious.” 

Lawyer Roy Black had planned 
to call John, 57, and Mary as secret 
witnesses against Perhach during 
the Arlington, Va., trial, but Marv, 
54, copped a plea and now awaits 
sentencing on assault charges in 
the sordid sex case. “Mom’s 
scared,” says Colleen. “Vanessa 
must know she was ready to testify 
against her. She cries at the men- 
tion of Vanessa Perhach’s name.” 

Admits Mary, 58: “I'm still 
haunted by this woman.” 

And husband John says he suf- 
fered under Perhach’s reign of ter- 
ror. “Vanessa was a serial stalker 
who hounded my family for years. 
| always knew she'd find someone 
else to torment. And she did — 
Marv Albert,” he told GLOBE. 

The Reynolds were a normal middle-class family 
living in Hialeah, Florida, when Perhach entered 
their lives 12 years ago. John, a fireman-para- 
medic, and Mary, a waitress at a Miami country 
club, had been married for 26 years. “Vanessa had 
injured her ankle and dad treated her,” says 
Colleen. “They had an affair.” 

But when he tried to end it, the daughters say 


the Dominican-born Perhach suddenly started 
terrorizing their family like Glenn Close in Fatal 
Attraction. “Vanessa went crazy,” Colleen says. 
“For five years, she made our lives miserable. 
She would talk dirty to us on the phone, beich, 
make obscene noises, laugh, call us names. 
We'd change our number and Vanessa would 
somehow get our new unlisted number.” 

Mary became a prime target, say the sisters. 

“Vanessa followed mom wherever she went, 
even showing up at her workplace, the grocery 
store, shopping center and beauty 
parlor,” explains Colleen. “She'd 
creep up on my mother and start 
telling her what it was like to have sex 
with my dad. 

“Then she'd laugh hysterically and 
start calling my mom ‘fat’ and ‘ugly’ and 
tell her no man could ever want to 
make love to her. My mother would 
shake with fear and cry: ‘Why won't 
she leave me alone.’ 

“Mom began to break down. She 
would say: ‘I’m afraid to go out. Wher- 
ever | go, she’s there, watching me.” 

The sisters say they tried to talk to 
Perhach and told her to leave their 
family alone. “But she'd only laugh 
that evil laugh of hers,” says Colleen. 

The marriage finally cracked from 
the strain. John and Mary divorced. 
Mary had a breakdown. 

“But that didn't stop Vanessa from 
harassing both my mother and my 

father,” says Colleen. “She was 
crazy, an absolute lunatic. | can 
understand why she filed these 
charges against Marv Albert. 

“She was jilted again, just like 
when my father broke up with her. 
She obviously learned of Marv's 
engagement to another woman and 

went ballistic.” 

They say the terror ended only after Perhach 
moved away. A source close to Perhach’s legal 
team admits she had a four-year relationship with 
John, but denies that she harassed him or his fami- 
ly. In fact, the source says Perhach claims she 
was harassed by Mrs. Reynolds and her daugh- 
ters and even filed complaints against them with 
the police department. — KEN

_TO BALDLY GO... 


Amazing secrets 
of sportscaster 
and his toupee 


FOR years, bald sportscaster Marv Al- 
bert was in denial, pals say, deluding 
himself into thinking he still had hair. 
Finally, his fantasy and his toupee 
were ripped away. 

During Marv’s trial, surprise wit- 
ness Patricia Madsen testified that 
Marv - wearing white panties and a 
garter belt — assaulted her in a Dallas 
hotel in 1994. But she told a stunned 
courtroom she stopped her kinky at- 
tacker in his tracks by yanking off his 
glued-on rug. “I grabbed his hair and 
his hair lifted off,” says Madsen. “He 
panicked and I ran out of the room.” 

Friends confide that they’ve always 
gotten a kick out of the shamed 54-year- 
old sportscaster’s weird insistence he 
doesn’t wear a rug. “Before he switched 
to a full hairpiece, Marv wore a toupee 
top-piece and used to visit a barbershop 
near his home in Port Washington, N.Y., 
where he’d tell the guy: ‘Just trim the 
back and sides a little,’” says a pal. 

“The first time he went, the barber 
said: ‘Nice piece. Bet it cost you an arm 
and a leg.’ Marv told the barber: ‘I don’t 
know what you’re talking about. This is 
my natural hair.’ The barber thought 
Marv’s denial was hilarious and told his 
other customers. From then on Marv’s 
neighborhood nickname was Bald Boy.” 

After Marv hit the big time, he still 
had a hairy case of denial. “He was al- 
ways patting his wig and adjusting it in 
front of the glass, but he never made 
reference to it,” says a pal. “Even when 
he was around other guys wearing 
hairpieces, Marv would say: ‘You’ll 
never see me wearing one of those.’” 

But insiders say as his hair started to 
thin, Marv resorted to a delicate series 
of hair-weaving procedures costing up 
to $12,000 a year to keep his secret. 

“We tightly wrap and tie healthy 
human hair to a client’s existing thin- 
ning hair and then we carefully style it 
over the bald areas,” explains a hair 
weave expert. “Then the hair is treated 
with a special bonding agent.” 

Later, as Marv’s receding hairline 
became a chrome dome he was forced 
to have a toupee glued over his entire 
scalp, sources reveal. “The procedure 
for bald men involves affixing all the 
hair via chemical bonding patches,” 
says the expert. “The hair will not blow 
away even in hurricane-type winds 
and will not come undone in water.” 

An insider says fear must have given 
Madsen, an exec with the Hyatt Hotel 
chain, superhuman strength to rip off 
Marv’s wig.
